Growth of Lowell Cotton Indutrlet 


(Springfield (Mas! ) Republican ] 


The first of tbe great cotton mills at 


Lowell was built in 1823, and now the 
entire capital stock of the different cor- 
porations is nearly $17,000,000. The num- 
ber of females is 12,000; make, 8000; 
pounds of cotton consumed per week, 
1,000,000; clear wool, 175,000. The cost 
of labor has been reduced 25 per centum 
since 1860, and from 60 to 64 per centum 
less labor is now required because of im- 
proved machinery. The machinery itself 
is also run at nearly double the speed, 
and a single operative can do one third 
more work now than in 1860. Three- 
fourths of the mill labor to-day is by 
women. In the first twenty years, the 
Lowell operatives were nearly all sons 
and daughters of New England fanner*, 
but many came from New York state. 
Th* operatives to-day are mostly foreign- 
ers. The increase in the foreign element 
is shown by the fact that, while in 1836 
there were only 2,661 foreigners in a 17,- 
663 population, in 1879 there are 19,000 
in a population of 53,000. The same fact 
is noticeable in all the leading manu- 
facturing cities in the state. At Law- 
rence 45 per centum of the population 
are foreign born, at Holyoke 52, and at 
Fall Biver 53 per centum.
